Wa will stais facts below as accurately as possibla 
to tha oast of our ability. 

In 19!7 Dacatur Tranait had 17 road drivars in system doaicilad 
aa followa: Dacatur, Alabaaa 8, Bir.&inghaA, A la barns 2, Huntsvilla, Alabama 
3» Atlanta, Gaorgia 1, Meaphis, Tennessee 1, Chettanooga, Tennessee 1, 
and äheffiela, Alabaaa 1. Dacatur doaociled drivers wera ruiming between 
all po in t a 1 arv ad by Dacatur Tranait. After receiving ttuaporary authority 
to oparata Dacatur Tram»it Gordons Ti ansport doaicilad all road drivers 
at Dacatur, Alabaaa Teminal. Durin* approxlas* ely three yaars period 
wtiich Gordons oparatad Dacatur Tr^nsit under teaporary authority all road 
drivars had good running ana had a pse* eiaployment of 16 aan. During 
thia tias Dacatur doadciled drivars rin froa Dacatur to Atlants, Gaorgia 
with irragular runs into varlous points in Alabaaa, Gaorgia, and Tennessee. 
Meaphis dosdcilad drivers bsgan pullir^ all freight between Meaphis and 
Dacatur, Alabaaa. 

un July 31, 19 m;, Meaphis driveis began running between Meaphis, 
Tennessee and Atlanta, Georgia. Whmi this happaned grievance were filed by 
jecetur drivara ror senonty on Meaphis board to pull Meaphis to Allanta 
freight. Tri-Stata coaaittee daniac this claia. 

Mr. M. ä . Miller was contactsl and he wrote Tri-State Coaaittee to 
rehaar thia grievanca, that this wjb an injustice to Dacatur domiciled 
drivara. Tri-State coaaittee deadlocked on second hearing anc. this was sent 
before Joint araa coaaittee. Joint Area Coainittee uphald earlier decision 
ana daniad thia grievance. Latta r was wrillen to Mr. H rold J. Gibbons 
for invastigation. Nr. Weldon Httnis cama down and investigated and another 
hearing wbs hald befors Tri-Stste Coaaittee. Mr. Bufalenos has a copy of 
thia deciaion ti.at was rendered an May 19o2. 

In June 19t2 Mr. C. E. Criffith caae to Dac.tur, Alabaaa and held a 
•vseting with tha drivers to see »hich of thea wanted to go to Meaphis and 
hold coapany saniority for vaca*ions layoffs, and all other purposes except 
bidding, ana they would work si x aen in Dacatur, Alabama. This is why six 
aan atayad at Dacatur, ainca thtn about threa aen is all they have workad. 




In Jul/ 19t>3 Gordons hud change of oparat iona f roa Chicago to Atlanta, 
Georgia and Blrainghaa, Alebaaa via Decatur, Alabama ana refuaud to allow 
Jacatur drivera to bid on an/ of theae runa. Heaphis doaicilad drivers 
•ara alloweo to bid tha Atlanta, GeorgU to Hop<insvill«, Kentuck/ 
and Biraingnaa, Alabaaa to Hopalnaviile. At tha aaae time Gordons had 
changa of operationa froei Maaphia to No» urleant, Part of the Jackson 
Niaaiaaippi drivara were alloweo to rove to Meaphis and hold super 
aaniort/ on tha Meaphla to New Orleana runa. 

Cf tha aix aan who reaained in Decatur two are running enough to 
aaKe a living, two are on board hut not running enough to aake a living and 
two ara on la/off. 

Ma faal that we hava been dona wrong, tha.v. work has been taKen awa/ 
froa I ecatur terainal ana given to other teruinaLa without giving Decatur 
doaicile^ drivera a chanee to go on board at an/ other terainal. All we 
daaira la Juatlce, a chance to wor* with equal opportunities as meaibers 
of union in other locations.
